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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 1-4, and 11-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-4, and 11-13, the prior art references either alone or in 
combination fail, to disclose, teach or suggest a suspension assembly particularly 
comprising: an integral spacer apparatus including a spacer disk and collar, the spacer 
disk being vertically disposed between the bushing assembly and a respective one of a 
pair of spaced sidewalls of the frame hanger; wherein the collar being disposed along at 
least a portion of the periphery of the spacer disk whereby the excessive wear of to the 
spacer disk generally is prevented. These structures in combination with other 
structures as recited in claims 1,11 and 12 define over prior art of record.
